Remarkable and Far-Reaching 
Experiments. 


The medical correspondent of 
the Vaily News states: The use 
of twilight sleep in obtainiog-the 
truth, the whola truth, and noth- 
ing but the truth from persons 
accused of criminal acts is the 
subject of a psper (the full text 
of which has just reached Eng- 
land) read before the State Medi- 
cal Association of Texas’ by Dr. 
T. House, of Ferris, Texas.
